The decorative character of coniferous trees and their consequent importance in 
every scheme of landscape gardening, has created a demand for a practical book which 
shall serve as a guide to the identification of species which are usually seen in parks and 
pleasure grounds.

The production of this work has only been rendered possible by the 
intimate knowledge possessed by the authors of all existing collections, 
and the indulgence of the owners as well as the authorities of the 
museums, who have generously furnished facilities for the reproductions.

The authors have limited this work to the reproduction of what may 
be termed the finest decorative pieces, to the exclusion of the crude 
pottery of the Han Dynasty and, with a few exceptions, the porcelains 
of the Sung and Yuan Dynasties on the one hand, and those of the later 
Ch’ing Emperors on the other. 

It must be admitted that the result of the colour printing deserves 
all the praise that has been bestowed upon it by those collectors whose 
specimens have been reproduced, and who have naturally had the 
pictures submitted to them. Although there are only 240 plates, some 
400 objects are depicted, as on some pages there are groups of four and 
five, whilst on double pages complete garniture of five pieces are shown, 
and this is simply reckoned as one plate. 

A word may be said of the great critical attention given to the 
process of the colour printing. Each picture has been compared with 
the original article, and subjected to a most rigorous reproving in order 
to obtain even the slightest difference of colour, as it was part of 
the printers’ contract to guarantee fidelity. It is therefore justifiable to 
observe that the pictures presented are as perfect and artistic as they 
possibly could be. 

The reproductions of carvings in jade and other hard stones will 
appeal to many, and the specimens illustrated are certainly amongst the 
finest examples in Europe.

The utmost care has been taken to attain the- greatest possible perfection 
in producing* this work. The paper has been specially manufactured, entirely 
from rag without the use of clay, retaining at the same time a surface suitable 
for collotypes and for the text. 

After much consideration chromo-lithography was employed. for the 
coloured plates in preference to the more modern colour processes, as greater 
exactitude was attained in reproducing the original colours by this method, 
although the cost was greatly increased, some plates costing more than one 
hundred pounds each. It was deemed better to have a small but truthful 
number of colour plates than a large array of colour that would be misleading. 
The same care has been exercised in producing the collotypes.
